Washington—{.T>—Roswell Magill, 


undersecretary of the treasury, ap- 
pealed to the senate finance com- 
mittee today to retain the undis- 
tributed profits tax. 


He told the committee, in which 


a strong movement for repeal of 
the tax has been evident, that "the 
treasury favors the retention of a 
tax upon undistributed corporate 
earnings as a means of equalizing 
the distribution of the total tax 
burden." 


Under the tax revision bill pass- 


ed by the house, Magill said, ap- 
proximately 88 per cent of the 200,- 
000 corporations which paid taxes 
in 193G would be exempt from the 
undistributed 
profits 
tax. 
The 


house 
bill exempts 
corporations 


with incomes of less than $25,OOC 
and Magili declared the house al- 
so had attempted to prevent hard- 
ships upon corporations both by 
specific exemptions and by lower 
rates. 


The undersecretary urged rein- 


statement in the bill of the special 
undistributed profits tax on close- 
ly-held 
corporations which 
was 


drafted by the house ways and 
means committee, but was stricken 
on the floor of the house. 


Considered "Safeguard" 


He said the house ways and 


means committee's plan was de- 
signed "as a safeguard" against de- 
liberate tax avoidance. 


The undistributed profits tax. he 


continued, has been improved in 
the house bill to contain "some not- 
able relief features for special cas- 
es." 


"Corporations that are, bankrupt, 


or that are insolvent and in receiv- 
ership are exempt from the undis- 
tributed profits tax," he said. "So 
too are all banks, insurance com- 
panies, mutual investment compan- 
ies, rental housing 
corporations. 


China trade act corporations, and 
corporations doing business chief- 
ly in possessions of the United 
States." 


The undersecretary then turned 


to the present tax exemption of 
government securities, urging con- 
gress to take "effective action" 
promptly. 


Against Exemptions 


"So long as a vast reservoir of 


tax-exempt 
securities exists." he 


said, "it is difficult, or impossible, 
to make any system of progressive 
surtax rates operate effectively. 
Possibly 
a constitutional amend- 


ment should be proposed as the 
most 
effective means of ending 


these tax exemptions for the fu- 
ture. 


The 
undersecretary 
announced 


treasury opposition to the increas- 
ed liquor tax and the special im- 
port tax on pork which were put in 
the bill by the house after it left 
the ways and means committee. He 
estimated the increased liquor tax 
would yield only approximately 
$19.000.000 per year and that the 
pork tariff would produce no rev- 
enue. 


"Both of these changes the treas-

Nature's police force 
over these rodents, thc hawks and 
the owls, have been thoughtlessly

Some Outside of Chest 


The setting up ot the community 


chest in Madison didn't "kill" any 
agenoy soliciting funds in the city, 
Birt said, but merged two. The chest 
plan does not outlaw independent 
campaigns of a certain nature, he 
stated. In Madison, for example, the 
Y. M. C. A. and Boy Scouts still 
hold membership drives outside the 
jurisdiction of the chest and with 
its approval.

Police Pay Larger Share 


Under New Pension Rules 


Kaukauna—Three amended sec- 


tions and five altogether new pro- 
visions constitute the amendment 
to ordinance No. 286. known as the 
police pension ordinance, which 
was passed at the last council meet- 
ing. 
Many Kaukauna citizens are 


still puzzled as to just what kind 
of a measure is now in force, after 
more than six months of council 
wrangling.^ 


Under {he 
amended ordinance 


members of the police department 
contribute 3 per cent of their month- 
ly salaries, instead of 1 per cent. 
Other monies which now go into 
the pension fund are the city's share 
of dog license money, all fees col- 
lected by the police department, 
and one per cent of all licenses paid 
to the city treasurer, the first and 
last provisions also being in the 
original ordinance. 


It is now provided that any mem- 


ber of the police department who 
has served 22 years and reached the 
age of 55, may make application to 
be retired to the board of police and 
fire commissioners, in which case 
the board may order and direct that 
such member shall be paid a month- 
ly compensation equal to half of 
what he was getting when he re- 
tired. It is now up to the board 
whether it considers an applicant 
for retirement unfit for further 
duty. Under the old ordinance it 
was written that upon request for 
retirement "the board shall order 
and direct," that he be paid his 
compensation, 
but 
under 
the 


amendment the board "may order 
and direct." Thus if a member of 
the department reaches the age 
of 55, has served for 22 years, and 
wishes to retire, the board may 
force him to serve longer if it con- 
siders him fit to do so. 


Qualifies if Disabled 


The amendment provides that if 


any member has served 22 years 
and not reached the age of 55, and 
before he reaches this age is dis- 
abled so as to be unfit for service, 
his having not attained the retire- 
ment age shall be no bar to his re- 
ceiving the pension.

of the counties of the state during 
the last two years, the pension de- 
partment points out The present 
state average is $2001. The legal 
maximum 
is $30. Payments aie 


varied accoiding to the resources 
of the applicant, and the living 
costs of the 
particular area in 


which he resides. 


In July of 193(5. according to the 


state figures, the first month for 
which a comparison to present sit- 
uations can accurately be made, the 
highest average grant for any coun- 
ty was for Milwaukee county with 
an average of $2497. In January, 
1938. Milwaukee county's average 
grant was $25.78. The lowest aver- 
age for any county in July of 1936 
uas for Price county with an aver- 
age of $1057. In January of this 
year that county had boosted its 
average grant to $14 94. while the 
lowest average grant m the state in 
January, 1938 was Monroe county 
with an aveiage of $14.24. 


In general, the pension depart- 


ment has found that the rural coun- 
ties have the lowest old age assist- 
ance 
grants, 
while the counties 


which have urban centers, and con- 
sequently higher living costs, lead 
others.

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LA FOLLETTE READS THE "YOUNG 


STORM TROOPERS" 


In a recent radio address Senator La- 


Follette ascribed the rise of Fascism in 
Germany and Italy to the "young storm 
troopers who have been robbed of oppor- 
tunity" and declared that the weakness in 
the Roosevelt program lay in its failure to 
spend more money upon the assumption 
that the more spent the greater opportuni- 


• ties were created for young men and hence 
"the less likelihood of' their embracing 


• Fascism. 


The study of the causes that have led 


to important upheavals is one of enthrall- 
ing interest but if anything meritorious is 
to result from the investigation it must 
be faced with an open mind, a condition 
always difficult for the generation that 
lives through great changes. 


Our observation of conditions in Ger- 


many and Italy prior to the rise of Fas- 
cism is exactly the opposite of the Sena- 
tor's. 


We believe that the impartial historian 


who examines carefully into the activities 
of Rome and Berlin for the decade fol- 
lowing the war will find that everything 
possible was done to keep the "young 
storm troopers" busy and that money was 
spent with the same lavish hand of ex- 
travagance that has characterized the 
Roosevelt regime. 


The historian will have a forunale sit- 


uation before him in delving into the caus- 
es of Fascism in these two countries be- 
cause one was a victor and the other was 
amor.g the vanquished. The Italian army 
trudging home singing paeans of glory. 
The German army went home dour and 
sullen carrying only the ashes of defeat. 
Yet they both in time adopted practically 
the same form of government. 


Italy's conduct directly after the war 


was very much like that of Washington 
recently. The saying at Rome was that 
every cripple, mental or physical, and ev- 
ery unemployed man was given a job on 
the railroads because they belonged to the 
government and the deficit was account- 
ed for in one appropriation. 


But as a result the railroads of Italy 


descended to the lowest depth of efficien- 
cy in their history. Wrecks were the order 
of the day. Travelers wrote of the filth 
that streaked the cars. And nearly the 
first order of Mussolini when he came 
to power was the discharge of half the 
railway employees of Italy. 


The socialist government that preced- 


ed Mussolini had followed somewhat the 
LaFollette idea. But instead of bringing 
satisfaction it constructed disgruntlement. 
It therefore demonstrated that the mere 
employment of men is not sufficient. Men 
xvho are given a pay check, beyond the 
period of an emergency, particularly when 
young and virile, realize they have be- 
come kept men and thus are exactly the 
ones who in revulsion at the depravity of 
a government so lacking in intellect will 
embrace any sort of iron or rigid discipline 
to rid themselves of sloth and slobber. 


In many respects the history of Ger- 


many preceding the rise of Hitler was 
twin to that of Italy. The socialists spent 
money with such a lavish 
hand 
they 


wrecked German credit. 
Instead of or- 


ganizing young men into orderly and dig- 
nified purposes they were provided only 
with make-shifts and as a result roamed 
the ifrccts in groups or battalions as a 
thousand mobs. 


It was this picture of disintegration 


that Hitler used cleverly to attract sup- 
port and his greatest support came from 
the very ones upon whom the socialist 
bosses had smiled and fawned. 


The way to gain the respect and sup- 


port of the young men of America is to 
build sagely and sensibly. The food to eat 
begins with bread and not layer cake. The 
work to be performed must be the natural 
sort of work provided by the demands of 
our civilization, paid for upon a sensible 
basis and therefore resulting in that gen- 
uine form of wealth that radiates a con- 
stant blessing until in the course of time 
it is depleted to make way for new ad- 
ventures. 


All the sops that men may think of, 


and all the pretenses and make-shifts and 
artificial creations that have been brought 
forth by Washington during the last five 
years, instead of delaying Fascism have 
been and will continue to be an invitation 
to it. 


Yet Fascism has no reasonable chance 


in America. And the reason for that lies 
in a mixture of tradition and intelligence 
plus the fact that the people are free to 
r-.bamsh :a..certain class.of Medicine Men 


after it is found that every time they doie 
the body politic it becomes feebler. 


We shall no more embrace Fascism 


than build a Russian slaughter house, but 
it were wise nevertheless to keep in mind 
constantly the true course of Fascism and 
of that deplorable companion depravity 
known as Communism. 


REVOLUTION 


The last revolution we had in this 


country is said to have been started by 
Harold S. Vanderbilt. He did it by intro- 
ducing contract bridge to his fellow-pass- 
engers on a ship voyage from San Fran- 
cisco to Havana. Everybody who is any- 
body knows how that radical idea swept 
America and led to profound changes in 
our social 
customs, 
temperament' and 


psychology. 


Some philosophic observers think our 


national downfall began with that. En- 
grossed in so important an avocation, we 
began neglecting our regular business and 
many of the small but vital things which 
together make destiny. 


Now we are suddenly swung into an- 


other revolution, related to the former but 
far more radical. 
This is the five-suit 


deck, which is taking the country by storm 
and carrying us still farther from the old 
landmarks. 
The reckless 
apostles 
of 


change are busy with their subversive 
work, writing books about, and in favor 
of, this alien system. 
Culbertson, Beas- 


ley, Jacoby and other authorities are fill- 
ing the air with clamor. Even our federal 
government seems to be abetting the in- 
novation, taking advantage of it by col- 
lecting 20 cents per deck instead of the 
normal 10 cents. The card manufacturers, 
overwhelmed with orders, naturally lend 
their support. 
Thousands of social clubs 


are said to be discussing this engrossing 
subject to the neglect of all other interests. 


Still, as long as our American revolu- 


tions are confined to this sort of thing, the 
sane among us, who may still be a ma- 
jority, can probably stand it. 


THE MORNING AFTER 


The marching, hciling and flag-waving 


in Austria finally came to an end and the 
grim business of setting up the new man- 
ner of life began. 
It had really begun 


before, but did not become obvious until 
the political anschluss was effected. 


Today Austria wakes up with a great 


big headache. The hysterical, emotional 
intoxication of the three days of Hitler's 
presence produced its sure reaction of 
gloom and depression. The world reads 
now of suicides, despair, human tragedy 
beyond healing. 


Nazism neglects no smallest detail in 


the regulation of human life. 
Austria's 


famous National Library is put quickly 
under a Nazi commissioner. 
All women's 


organizations are abolished. The Salzburg 
Festival Theater, the Opera and another 
state theater exist no more as independent 
artistic forces. 
Seven musical organiza- 


tions, including the great Vienna 
Sym- 


phony Orchestra, are to be purged of ev- 
ery non-Nazi element. 


The worst thing of all in this morn- 


ing-after headache is the suddenly created 
suspicion. 
Neighbor 
dreads neighbor. 


Spies are feared in every social group, 
even in the home. 


This situation cannot be permanent, if 


the human spirit has the capacity for sur- 
vival and revolt it has shown in other 
ages, but it will take many years and 
much readjusting to restore sanity to this 
section of a world gone mad.

Personal Health Talks

INHERITANCE OF DISEASE 
Among the many popular stories 


of inheritance of acquired charac- 
ters, deficiencies or disease is the 
one of the cat that lost her tail by 
accident and subsequently had some 
kittens without tails. This yarn may 
have some foundation, but the only 
explanation for the birth of tailless 
kittens would be coincidence. Cer- 
tain races of cats 
are naturally 


short-tailed, and you can't always 
be sure of even a good cat's ante- 
cedents. Docking of the tail has 
been practiced for many genera- 
tions in sheep raising, but no racial 
shortening of the tail has been ob- 
served. One investigator amputated 
the tails of mice for nineteen succes- 
sive generations, yet not a mouse 
ever inherited the mutilation. 


Texas fever in cattle is caused by 


a parasite introduced into the blood 
by a tick which is the carrier of the 
disease. The parasite is present in 
the egg-cell of the tick, so that the 
young tick which develops from the 
egg-cell 
is bound to contain the 


tick. If the parasite were a grain of 
sand the young tick would harbor 
it at birth. There is no question of 
inheritance here. 


"Hereditary" syphilis, visiting the 


iniquity of the father 
upon the 


children unto the third and fourth 
generation, is no longer recognized 
in pathology. We know now that 
syphilis may be transmitted from 
father to mother, from mother to 
child before birth, that the child so 
infected may be born with syphilis 
— this called congenital spyhilis. 
present at birth—but if the child is 
not syphilitic at birth there will be 
no manifestation of the disease lat- 
er. Whatever iniquity of the father 
is visited upon the children unto 
the third and fourth generations, it 
is not syphilis. Believing it would 
do more harm than good to describe 
the signs or symptoms of syphilis 
in the newborn infant or the child 
a few weeks old, we will merely 
say that no man or woman who has 
been infected with syphilis need 
despair of having healthy, normal 
children if he or she conscientious- 
ly takes treatment over a sufficient 
period of time' and remains under 
treatment until the physician gives 
his opinion that the disease is clin- 
ically cured, arrested, and the Was- 
scrman 
blood test 
confirms this 


opinion. 


Another disease formerly deemed 


hereditary by physicians, still so 
rcgardcd_ by many laymen, is tu- 
berculosis, consumption, as it was 
cnce called. We know now that 
tuberculosis is ncx'cr inherited: in- 
deed it is rarely congenital. If the 
mother is tuberculous when the 
child is born the child is almost 
certain to contract the disease un- 
less immediately removed 
from 


contact, from exposure to the infec- 
tion. Of course if either parent is 
physically below par. in impaired 
health, of deficient vite the child is 
not likely to be so vigorous. But in 
any case tuberculosis is never in- 
herited; it is contracted by infec- 
tion thru prolonged intimate asso- 
ciation with a person who has the 
disease in an active stage.

Wart 


Can you suggest anything to re- 


move a wart from my hand? (Mrs. 
C. A. McD.) 


Answer — Sometimes, a good 


many readers assure me, a wart dis- 
appears if you rub a drop of castor 
oil on it every day for a week orj 
two. Most satisfactory treatment is 
fulguration — sparking with high 
frequency current, the wart being 


first moistened with liquor potas- 
sae. Sometimes the familiar corn 
remedy disposes of warts as weil 
as it does of corns and calluses— 
paint wart, corn 'or callus daily 
witn a solution of 30 grains of sali- 
cylic acid in one-half ounce of flex- 
ible collodion. 


Parkinsonian Handwriting 


I would appreciate your instruc- 


tion for Iodine ration. Am in my 
early sixties, feeling my age, and 
would be grateful for something 
that will brace me up. (S. C.) 


Answer—Your handwriting shows 


you have Parkinson's disease, par- 
alyris agitans. It is the only condi- 
tion; so far as I know, that may be 
diagnosed by the handwriting. In 
view of your condition you need 
more calcium, vitamin D, perhaps 
a course of parathormone and hyos- 
cin medication supervised by your 
physician.

Little children want to eat a lot 


of the food they like best. One will 
cat so much potato that he can eat 
nothing else, while another refus- 
es potato and wants cereal, and 
jbereal only.

four spades and. in taking it out, 
prepared his defense against fur- 
ther East-West bidding by bidding 
Us blank club suit 
He knew that 


Nocth never would let him play a 
minor suit in match-point dupli- 
cate and thus there was no great 
risk in bidding the clubs. 
West, 


realizing that there was no chance 
that the opponents would play at 
clubs, did not waste breath on a 
double, choosing instead to raise 
the diamonds. South, having pre- 
pared his defense against a higher 
contract (at least, so he thought) 
now bid five hearts as a sacrifice. 
By this time the ooponents were 
completely at sea. West, more cer- 
tain than ever that East had "psych- 
ed'' originally, and East, when the 
bid came around to him, feeling 
that he could not make a move 
without great danger. 


It was not the fact that East- 


West were outbid so much on this 
hand, and that they could have 
made no less than seven diamonds 
by proper play, that struck me as 
funny. It was the remarkable out- 
come of the five heart contract. 


West, 
apparently 
feeling 
that 


East was very short of clubs, open- 
ed the club ace! Declarer ruffed. 
entered dummy with a trump, and 
led the club queen through East. 
The latter attempted to conceal 
his king by ducking, but declarer 
merely discarded a diamond. The 
club jack was then led through, 
covered, and ruffed. 
Dummy was 


reentered with a heart and the club 
ten provided a discard for declar- 
er's other diamond. West mean- 
while had foolishly discarded two 
spades. Now. when Ihe heart jack 
was led and overtaken 
by 
the 


queen, and a ?padc was led toward 
dummy. West put up the ace and 
belatedly led a diamond. Declarer 
ruffed, cashed Ihc spade king, and 
conceded another snade to West's 
queen. 
Declarer's last heart and 


the eight of spades provided the 
fulfilling tricks. 


Considering that an original lead 


of the ace of spades, a spade con- 
tinuation with a ruff by east, and 
a diamond return would have de- 
feated the contract three tricks be- 
fore the declarer even look the 
lead, I thoucht this was a remark- 
able and hilarious hand.

certain objects. Perhaps they did 
not know it was wrong to "help 
themselves." 


Going on with his journey, Ma- 


gellan reached the Philippine is- 
lands. There he joined one native 
chief in a battle against another. 
He was killed in thc battle— a sad 
ending to thc life of a great and 
daring sea captain. 
Some of his 


men sailed across the Indian ocean 
around southern Africa, then north- 
ward tc Spain. In this way they 
finished the first voyage around 
the world.

Prey on Game Birds 


There is not a single species of 


our native hawks which will not 
prey on game birds after cold wea- 
ther sets in. On account of lack of 
mice and other foods, which have 
hibernated, they are driven to it 
through hunger. Strangely, at this 
period sportsmen never meet a sin- 
gle naturalist in the game 
fields 


studying the habits of good and bad 
hawks. 


The summer 
investigations 
of 


hai"ks by naturalists are exceeding- 
ly accurate. But they 
are of no 


value whatever from the standpoint 
of conservation. In summer hawks 
molest very few game birds. This Is 
verified by what biologists find in 
or around their nests or frequent- 
ing places. During this period mice 
etc. are plentiful. Then hawks do 
not require game birds to support 
life. Furthermore, obviously hawks 
are unable to catch many game 
birds in summer because there is 
too much foliage on the brushy cov- 
er or the borders of weed and other 
fields where game birds feed dur- 
ing certain hours of the day. Hawks 
simply cannot detect their presence 
easily as they can after frost kills 
all the foliage in the fall Every
